SUGGEST RACING LAW FOR OHIO 



Revival of Sport in Buckeye State Would Re-Estab- 
lish Breeding Industry — Big Source of Kcvenue. 



CINCINNATI. O., February 13. — Now that the 
taxation question has become a paramount and ab- 
sorbing topic with the lawmakers and financiers 
of the state, the laud owners, real estate and busi- 
ness men generally linrdly know which way to turn 
to secure the much -needed relief, and the. state must 
find some other way to receive money to take the 
place of that secured in other years by way of 
tlie liquor license route and many different plans 
are suggested, writes Charles E. Grossman. 

Would it not be wise to have a racing law passed 
in Ohio something similar to the law in Kentucky, 
so that the state would derive the income from 
racing to which she is entitled and the people would 
gladly and willingly pay. Latoiliu draws largely 
each year from Ohio in patronage and yet the 
club pays an enormous sum of money each year to 
tlie state of Kentucky, ns do all other racing asso- 
ciations within tlie state. Ohio aeeeives nothin*. 
A considerable revenue Is thus derived by Kentucky 
from the different race tracks, the horse breeding 
industry greatly stimulated, stock farms have in- 
creased in value, the business is prosperous and 
booming and everything connected with the thor- 
oughbred liorse interests is prosperous and satis- 
factory m Kentucky, all on account of this law. 

Thousands of dollars go into Kentucky each year 
from the outside because her lawmakers were wise 
enough and foresiglited enough to enact laws that 
would protect and encourage the breeding of thor- 
oughbred horses. 

Ohio has as fine stock farms nr any state in the 
union, and better than most — her nine grass, grain, 
hay, water and soil are second to none found in 
any other. She has also in time past produced 
champions of all kinds that attracted the attention 
of tlie whole country and made famous the farms 
of tlie different breeders numerous: solid, re- 

sponsible land owners were engaged in breed- 
ing thoroughbreds in Ohio in the old days — 
men whose numes are identified with the history 
and development of the state. Now there is 
scarcely a thoroughbred sire or a thoroughbred 
brood mare to be found in the State of Ohio. 

A GREAT HORSE BREEDING STATE. 

If a reasonable law was passed to encourage and 
control racing, this great industry would once more 
become prominent and Oiiio would again take tier 
place where she properly la-longs, ns one of the 
great horse breeding states of the Union and. in ad- 
dition. a considerable amount of. revenue provided. 
The state officials in Kentucky approve and indorse 
this law. regulating racing by a state commission 
Hpimintcd by the governor, and its provisions ought 
to Is- better understood by tlie legislators of our 
states. Governor A. O. Stanley, in a letter written 
at Frankfort Jnuuary 29. to Governor Ernest Lister 
of the State of Washington, who was seeking in- 
formation as to tlie value of this law as an eeouo- 
mic proposition, wrote as follows : “I am advised 

by tin- secretary of tin- Thoroughbred Horse As- 
sociation that the State of Washington con templates 
tlie establishment of a racing commission resein - 
bling in all essential resjiects the Kentucky Stute 
Racing Commission, and lie lias requested mo to 
write you touching tin- operation of this organization 
in Kentucky. This coiuinissiou was created alsuit 
thirteen years ago, consisting of five members: for 
terms of four years each, and I ain pleased to 
advise you tlrnt they have given to Kentucky a most 
acceptable turf government, have elevated the plane 
u|Hin which the racing is conducted, and in my 
humble opinion this method has met with the hearty 
approval, both of the people engaged in the business 
of breeding and racing horses and of the public 
generally. Kentucky being the greatest producer 
of thoroughbred horses of the globe, with the excep- 
tion of Greut Britain, lias afforded an opportunity 
for a thorough test of the practical efficiency of 
such a commission and after more than a decade 
of experience I have no hesitancy in approving un- 
equivocally of tliis method of regulating the racing 
of horses in Kentucky or elsewhere.” This is tlie 
opinion of one of the big men of tlie nation, and 
his judgment should carry much weight.

TORONTO, Out.. February 13. — Barry Littlefield, 
former trainer of .1. E. Seagram's horses, lias left 
here for liis home in New York after paying a visit 
to the Waterloo Farm. Mr. Littlefield reports the 
stock at Waterloo to Is- wintering well, and is 
particularly impressed with the appearauce of the 
brown Havoc colt Hong Kong, a King’s Plate can- 
didate. Hong Kong was a starter at Pimlico last 
fall, beating a good band of two-year-olds in ail 
open race. 

The extraordinary weather conditions around New 
York have enabled the trainers there to gallop their 
charges daily at Gravesend, where the course is in 
surprisingly 'good condition, says Mr. Littlefield. 



RACING AT TULSA NEXT SUMMER 



TL'LSA, Okla.. February 13.— Horse racing, which 
has been under tlie ban since 1914, will be revived 
in Tulsa this year. Tlie Tulsa County Free Fair 
Association is going to build a racing plant with one 
of the fastest half-mile tracks in the country, large 
grandstand and all other features of a modern 
track. Racing has been revived in towns around 
Tulsa, including Olaremore anil Sapulpa, which have 
good tracks. Sentiment concerning sports inis 
undergone a radical change iu Oklahoma since tlie 
war. It is cerlaiti the legislature will legalize 
boxing, and there is general seutiuicut iu favor of 
a revival of horse racing. 



R. F. CARMAN QUITS THE BEACH STABLE 



Will Devote All His Time to Training His Own 
Horses — Sunny Slope and Flags Winter Well. 



WASHINGTON. D. C.. February 13. — Having a 
big stable of racers of his own Richard F. Carman 
lias decided to give up training the horses of The 
Beach Stable, whose owners are J. B. dwell, tin- 
bridge export, and William Pendleton, both of New 
York. The Bench Stable was organized at Sara- 
toga last summer, and its most famous members 
are Sunny Slope and Flags. Sunny Slo|ie. a son of 
Astronomer, was l-ought by Mr. Cumian for tlie 
Beach Stable at Belmont Park last fall after lie 
bad won the Jerome and Belnnwt Park Autumn 
linndicai>N on succeeding days. Mr. Carman paid 
William Martin. Ids developer, $25,000 for him. ami 
Sunny Slo|s- celebrated his first up|iea ranee under 
the silks of the Beacli Stable by winning tlie 
Miinieipal Handicap. After that lie came down to 
Laurel Pnrk and won a handicap at one mile in 
1:37-% from Tlie Porter and Tonibolo. The de- 
velopment of a quartercrack prevented tlie training 
of Sunny Slop)* for the Pimlico Autumn Handicap 
and the Bowie Cup. but lie lias wintered handsomely 
and is ready to go into immediate training for the 
great spring handicaps. 

Flags, a son of Whisk Broom II. — Inaugural, 
was one of the brilliant sprinters of the season of 
1918. He was bred by Harry Pnype Whitney and 
developed by Albert Simons. Through tlie summer 
he did his racing mostly under the silks of tlie 
Brighton Stable. He won under the colors of 
Messrs. Pendleton uud Klwell at Iamrel and at 
Pimlico last fall. 

Other horses purchased by Mr. Carman to win 
for the Beach Stable in tlie waning mouths of tlie 
year were Valerius. Jiisqti' an Bout and Ground- 
Swell. Like Sunny Slope, these horses are in splen- 
did condition. They are now at the Benning track 
awaiting the arrival of the man Mr. Elwell selects 
to train them this year. Getting them ready for 
engagements at Bowie. Havre de Grace and Pim- 
lico will Is- easy. They have been under light 
work all winter. There are some good two-year- 
olds in the Bench outfit. 

The reason Mr. Carman is giving up tlie Beach 
Stable is that his home-bred horses require his 
attention. He lias some exceptionally fine two- 
year-oMs by Meridian, a Kentucky Derby winner, 
at Benning. One of these, a bay colt, dam 
Dnriima. outworked any yearling at tlie old Wash- 
ington truck last fall. This youngster is u half- 
brotlier of Louise V. He worked a quarter in bet- 
ter than twenty -three seconds.

FISHING AND HUNTING NOTES 

According to a bulletin recently issued by the 
United States Department of Agriculture, the ease 
witli which the mallard duck can he bred makes 
it tlie best species for wild duck farming.
